A heart is ruffed by de- 
clarer and dummy reached 
once again in clubs. Another 
ruff and another club. 


This time only the defender 


with the master trump can 
ruff and if he does so, no 
harm will result. As the cards 
lie, West follows suit and 
declarer ruffs dummy's last 
heart with his last trump. 


The fourth club is played 


and whether or not West 
ruffs, 10 tricks are home. 
Declarer has managed to take 
the spade ace and three heart

Aronson of St. Petersburg, 
Fla.~- who tied for the title in 
the United State's Women's 
Chess Championship earlier 
this year—are unknowns ex- 
cept to close followers of the 
game. 


"The fact is that women are 


cMinitelv not as good at chess 
as men," said Mrs. Braun. 


Always in a Minority 


"Women have always been 


in a minority and they've 
never done as well," agreed 
Miss Pearle Mann, a Milwau- 
kee chess tournament director 
and a regional vice president 
of the United States Chess 
Federation. "And I think it's 
the way we're built. It's the 
way I'm built anyway," 


"I don't think chess is 


predominantly a w o m a n 's 
game because women aren't 
predominantly 
the sort of 


people that are aggressive, 
and I think it takes a certain 
amount of aggressiveness in 
order to play chess well," she 
added. "You have to want to 
have your ego satisfied by 
this particular thing rather 
than by going somewhere or 
doing something with some- 
one. It's a lonely game." 


Destructiveoess Is Gone 
Miss Mann said she enjoys 


playing chess, "but when it 
comes to the level of wanting 
to destroy something or some- 
body, they've left me." 


"I like a good game, a hard 


game, I like winning," she 
continued. "B u t 
when it 


comes to the ultimate, the 
way Fischer plays, as far as 
destroying ego, no, I don't see 
it." 


Chess tournaments are tradi- 


tionally run in a manner 
which might provoke cries of 
male chauvinism, with one top 
prize for the best player and 
then another to the best 
woman player. Men and wom- 
en do compete against each 
other and the system doesn't 
preclude a woman from tak- 
ing the over-all championship, 
but it doesn't happen often. 


"I have never been in a 


tournament where men and 
women played together where 
a woman has been cham- 
pion," said Miss Mann. It has 


happened, she said, "but It's 
rare." 


Miss Mann directs Milwau- 


kee's c h e s s program for 
adults—started 40 years ago 
by a woman—which features 
two nights of competition a 
week the year around. She 
also coordinates a series of 
summer playground tourna- 
ments for children. 


Only * Few 


It was in this program that 


Mrs. Braun first learned to 
play chess, but she is one of a 
small number of females to 
sustain 
an interest in the 


game at a competitive level. 


Miss Mann said that in this 


summer's playground tourna- 
ment, for example, the 1,200 
finalists included between 350 
and 400 girls. But as the girls 
get older, she said, they seem 
to lose interest in competitive 
chess. 


"When I get into high school 


or junior high school tourna- 
ments, there are always a 
certain number of girls, and 
the p r o p o r t i o n s haven't 
changed," Miss Mann said. 
"Of 100 boys, there'll be two 
or three girls." 


"I think little girls are a 


little more outgoing as far as 
their desires are concerned 
than when they prow up," she 
said. "It's only when you start 
agreeing with the world or 
accommodating the world be- 
cause you think that's what it 
wants that some of these 
things wear off. 


To Mrs. Braun, 23, chess is 


"just a hobby," and she says 
she doesn't devote much time 
to it. 


"The other players study a 


great deal," she said. "Chess 
is nice and I -enjoy it, but I 
have better things to do than 
study chess eight hours a 
day." 


Involved in Living 


"You know, you get in- 


volved in living—you only 
have so much time and you 
make a choice of what you're 
going to spsnd this time on." 
said Miss Mann. "If you're 
going to have a family or if 
you want to make a home or 
if you want to stay home and 
study chess." 


•"I think it's the typical 
male-female role," said Mrs. 
Braun. "If we had more 
women in women's lib, we 
could possibly 
have 
some 


very, very good women play- 
ers." 


"You hate to talk about 


female lib and all that," said 


Miss Mann. "But you're com- 
ing into two new times as far 
as chess and 'women are 
concerned. One, women are 
more free to express them- 
selves in any way they want. 
And two, chess is opening up, 
so now they can see that 
there are other places to do 
things." 


Male chess players, said 


Mrs. Braun, "probably have 
more drive," but neither she 
nor Miss Mann notice that 
much difference in the way 
men and women approach the 
game. 


Styles Differ 


"There's a little difference I 


think in the style," said Mrs. 
Braun. "Well, this is probably 
in reference mainly to myself 
but I think it also does hold 
true for the other women that 
in women's championships we 
are more cautious than if 
you're playing just a regular 


weekend tournament because 
there's so much more at 
stake." 


Tenacity and stubbornness 


are probably the main charac- 
teristics of 
Mrs. Braun's 


style. In this year's national 
women's tournament, she held 
out for nine and one-half 
hours in one of her games and 
finally won it, ignoring her 
opponent's repeated requests 
for a draw. In another game, 
she spent 40 minutes on the 
first five moves. 


"It's 
the 
intensity with 


which they play that is differ- 
ent," said Miss Mann. "I 
thirk men are used to going 
out and—in this age at least— 
they're more competitive be- 
cause they realize they're 
more competitive in their 
jobs, and this is just a 
carryover." She said things 
might be different "if the 
time every comes that women 


have the jobs that pay a 
well." 


Met Bobby Pitcher .. 


Mrs. Braun said she has 


defeated a number of men in 
tournament competition, "and 
quite a few men have de- 
feated me, too." She said she 
met Fischer in New York 
during the 
1969 women's 


championship, went to lunch 
with him and found him "very 
polite, friendly and sociable." 
But she hasn't played him and 
wouldn't want to, saying, "I 
wouldn't want to humiliate 
myself." 


Another man Mrs. Braun 


doesn't compete with across 
the chess board is her hus- 
band, Mark, who plays some 
chess but not at the tourna- 
ment level.

Right of Privacy Still Legally 
Nonexistent in Wisconsin 


MADISON — (AP) — Legally 


speaking, the right to privacy 
does not exist in Wisconsin, a 
Legislative Reference Bureau 
study concluded Thursday. 


But there have been some 


recent breakthroughs, the bu- 
reau said, which could furnish 
the impetus for the establish- 
ment of privacy as an individual 
right. 


In a detailed, 50-page report, 


the bureau said the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court historically has 
left in the hands of the legisla- 
ture whether or not there should 
be an umbrella of protection 
against government interfering 
in the private lives of citizens. 


The legislature, the bureau 


said, failed in 1951 and 1953 to 
pass bills establishing the right 
of privacy. There have been no 
more attempts to pass such 
legislation, it said. 


Rests on Legislature 


Since then, the Wisconsin Su- 


preme Court has adhered to the 
view that the burden of recog- 
nizing the right rests with the 
legislature and since the legisla- 
ture has failed to do so, the 
legal right of privacy does not 
exist in Wisconsin," the bureau 
said. The issue first came 
before the state's high court in 
1906, in a case in which an 
artist painted a portrait of a 
deceased person without the 
next-of-kin's permission. The 
justices refused to consider the 


claim of an invasion of privacy. 


In 1936, the bureau said, the 


Supreme Court denied the exist- 
ance of privacy as a judicially 
protected right, and placed the 
burden on the legislature to do 
so. 


Confirmed Ruling 


It confirmed the ruling again 


in 1956, when a woman claimed 
her privacy had been violated 
when a tavern owner took her 
picture while she was in a rest 
room. 


"The blatant and unwarranted 


intrusion evidenced by the facts 
of the case, coupled with the 
judicial recognition of the right 
in numerous other jurisdictions, 
has tended to place the wisdom 
of the court's decision in a 
flickering light," the bureau 
said. 


The bureau said the first 


breakthrough in establishing a 
privacy standard in Wisconsin 
came in a state Supreme Court 
ruling last year. 


Thrown Out 


The justices ordered that tape 


recordings of three telephone 
conversations by a county offi- 
cial be thrown out as evidence 
because they had not been 
authorized by a court order, as 
required in the state's electronic 
survillance control law. 


The man was accused of 


accepting a bribe and miscon- 
duct to public office. 


Although the decision dealt 


with privacy in only a specific 
instance, the bureau said, larger 
constitutional issues were raised 
in an opinion written by Chief 
Justice E. Harold Hallows. 


"The American people are 


rightly jealous of their freedom 
of privacy and from 'bugging' 
by the police," Hallows said. 


Crime Detection 


"While the demands of pur 


complex society require im- 
proved methods of crime detec- 
tion, they do not require that a 
citizen's right of privacy must 
be indiscriminately invaded by 
electronic surveillance ..." 


The positive value attached to 


privacy by Hallows' opinion 
rates the ruling as "indeed 
significant in light of the un- 
sympathetic reception previous- 
ly accorded to the right," the 
bureau said. 


"Since Rhode Island and Tex- 


as are the only other states to 
reject the common law right of 
privacy, the latest decision by 
the Wisconsin court may pro-

of replacing defective under- 
ground pipes will save the city 
about $6,000 on a Dodge Street 
sewer project being completed 
this week by street department 
workers. 


City Engineer Robert Natrop 


said the Dodge Street project is 
probably the first use in Wis- 
consin of plastic pipes to repair 
an existing sewer. The white 10- 
inch pipe is being threaded 
through an older concrete sewer 
12 inches in diameter. 


Although the concrete sewer 


is structurally sound, televising 
it showed that an extreme 
amount of water was infiltrating 
the sewer in a 650 foot stretch 
south of the Doty Bayorgeon 
Park baseball fields. 


The clear water deluged a 


nearby lift station in the past, 
Natrop said, and overloaded the 
city's entire sewage system. 
Aside from the inconvenience of 
ripping up yards and driveways, 
replacing the older pipe would 
have cost about $7,200, while the 
cost of installing the plastic pipe 
is $1,200, Natrop said. 


Polyvinyl chloride pipes were 


introduced in the state late in 
1970, 
and have been used for 


new sewer construction. Natrop 
said the use of the pipes for 
repairs would be limited hy- 
draulically to the larger sewers, 
since there would not be enough 
flow in concrete pipes reduced 
from eight to six inches in 
diameter, for example. 


Sections of the pipe are held 


together by a solvent which 
temporarily melts one end of a 
pipe and then hardens and fuses 
the ends into a seamless joint.

Careful Practice Important 
Training Pays at Stock Shows

CHILTON - Taking care 


early to prepare and train 
livestock can pay off at 
county fair time with blue 
ribbons. First of all, teach 
cattle how to lead. In the case 
of hogs teach them to be 
driven. Sheep should stand 
without struggling and e\ en 
poultry should be accus- 
tomed to a cage. Have halters 
for calves and cattle. 


Keep the cattle in the barn 


and keep them covered with 
a blanket. A blanket may be 
made of burlap. Wash cattle 
at home about a week or two 
before the fair and then again 
at the fair on the day before 
showing. Brush them daily 
and shortly before coming to 
the fair, clip the head, ears, 
neck and tail. Leave a good 
sized switch. In case of 
springers or cows, clip the 
udder and milk veins. 


Teach the dairy animal to 


pose by steping lightly on the 
skin above the hoof. Braid the 
switch the day before the 
show. On show day, comb 
and fluff it. In the ring keep 
the exhibit between yourself 
and the judge. A dairy show- 
man usually shows the 
animal by walking back- 
wards and Having the lead 
strap coiled neatly in his 
hand. Before going into the 
ring, give dairy animals a 
good drink of water. Let them 
be thirsty in the morning so 
they dnnk before going into 
the ring. Feed a show ration 
usually high in corn, wheat 
bran and oil meal. A mixture 
of mineral oil and alcohol 
is a good one to use to wipe 
dairy animals. 


Beef animals require about 


1.5 pounds of grain, three to 
four pounds of silage and 
one-half pound of hay for 
every 100 pounds of weight. 


Wash the beef calf once a 
\s eek \\ ith soap and water A 
Scotch comb and marker is 
needed for getting beef cattle 
ready. Mix a httle dip with 
\\ ater and wet the steer. With 
the flat part of the Scotch 
comb smooth hair. Then use 
the marker and draw lines on 
the side of the steer and comb 
up with the Scotch comb. The 
combing develops curls.

to 100 per cent control of in- 
sects is normally mandatory 
if fresh market cabbage is tc 
be produced. A minimum ol 
85 per cent of the pests musl 
be controlled if sauerkraut 
cabbage is to be grown. 


Outagamie 
County 
ac- 


counts for nearly half the 
state's cabbage crop and 
much 
of that yield is 


processed each year into 
sauerkraut at plants in the 
Fox Valley.

California Finds 
Fewmr Children 
Going on Welfare

drop in birth rates and a 
shrinking of welfare rolls, popu- 
lation researchers report.

"We probably have the latest 


data of any state with a liber- 
alized abortion law," Davis 
added.

1967 
Law 


The state's 1967 Therapeutic 


Abortions Act allows abortions 
if the mental or physical health 
of the mother is endangered, or 
for pregnancies resulting from 
rape or incest. There were 116,- 
749 legal abortions in California 
during 1971, the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health says. 


The UC center says in a new- 


ly issued report that the num- 
ber of illegitimate pregnancies 
dropped by 16 per cent in the 
nation's most populous state be- 
tween 1970 and 1971, while le- 
gitimate births declined by 10 
per cent. 


Jack 
Thompson, executive 


secretary of the state Board of 
Social Welfare, agrees with 
Davis' conclusions, based "on 
tendencies and trends and on 
the basis of limited 
knowl- 


edge." 


Thompson said the board is 


trying to pin down exact fig- 
ures on declines in welfare rolls 
directly attributable to legal- 
ized abortions. 


Welfare Rolls 


Davis said he believes legi- 


timacy affects welfare rolls be- 
cause the proportion of persons 
less able to rear children is 
higher among unmarried than 
among married parents. 


California's 
abortion law, 


along with New York's, is con- 
sidered among the most liberal 
in the United States. 


The number of live births per 


1,000 women declined by 6 per 
cent nationwide between 1970 
and 1971 but there was an 11.6 
per cent drop in California dur- 
ing the same period, the UC 
center report said. 


"These 
and 
other 
find- 


ings. . .indicate that legal abor- 
tion has played, and can contin- 
ue to play, a significant role in 
slowing the population growth 
from both legitimate and ille- 
gitimate fertility in this state," 
the report said. 


Other means of birth control 


must also be considered fac- 
tors, but "since it is the avail- 
ability of abortions that dis- 
t i n g u ishes California from 
much of the rest of the United 
States, it may be presumed 
that abortion did indeed play a 
key role in reducing fertility," 
the report added.

crown while the Russian mas- 
ter needs 12 points to retain it. 
A win counts one point and a 
draw one-half point.

something of an advantage. But 
the experts said Fischer's re- 
lentless assault forced the Rus- 
sian into a hopeless position by 
the time he adjourned the 
game after the 41st move. .

His wife, who is the 
daughter of New York lawyer 
Lee Eastman, is a member of 
the group, and Seiwell is an 
American who played on gui- 
tarist McCartney's last record 
album. 


They were arrested back- 


stage Thursday night at the end 
of a concert. The audience of 
some 3,600 waited in vain for 
an extra number while police 
hauled the three off to head- 
quarters and searched their 
brightly painted truck and their 
hotel rooms. 


They found some additional 


marijuana, but apparently not 
a large amount, the newspaper 
Aftonbladet reported.

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Conservation Units Get New Job 


After 35 years the Wisconsin legislature has given a 


new job to the State Conservation Board and its 
districts. Gov. Patrick Lucey signed into law a 
measure in June which widens old powers for districts 
and offers options to local panels to aid in land use 
planning. 


"The scope of their realm of influence has been 


broadened greatly," said Eugene Savage, Madison 
executive secretary of the Soil Conservation Board. 
That unit has been renamed Board of Soil and Water 
Conservation Districts and membership has been 
shifted to reflect the new role. 


The eight-man voting board is composed of four 


members appointed by the governor, four members 
designated by the state association of district ad- 
visory members and advisory members from the Soil 
Conservation Service, Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, of the Dean of the College of 
Agriculture, of Department of Natural Resources, 
and of the state Secretary of Agriculture. 


New Freedom 


But the real change is taking place in Wisconsin 


counties where Soil and Water Conservation District 
panels are finding themselves with new freedom to 
act. 


These panels are created throughout the United 


States but in Wisconsin follow county boundaries and 
are composed of county supervisors. 


In the past the prime job of the units has been in 


dealing with soil erosion and water management but

now districts may find an increasing role in land use 
planning. 


"I think it's an awakening to the fact that we've had 


an entity in every community (to serve in local 
conservation planning)," Savage said. 


Enabling Act 


Some districts already have been meeting demands 


of landowners and county planners and in such cases 
the law change really is enabling legislation affirming 
the right of the panels to act, he said. 


Specifically 'the measure empowers the district as a 


legal structure to become involved in planning and to 
inventory natural resources. It demands that the 
district create annual and long range plans to carry 
out conservation projects. 


The district also can function as an entity to own 


facilities and equipment, bring lawsuits and be sued, 
carry out contracts and borrow money. 


"It has the power to be a very effective instrument 


in environmental quality and sediment control in an 
area," he said. 


Demands for referenda which would institute land 


use regulations have been relaxed from a two-thirds 
majority of residents within an area concerned to 
permit passage by a majority of residents voting.

MADISON, Wis. (AP)-Soil 


eroding from Wisconsin 
cropland this year could fill 
about 10 million dump 
trucks, a line of trucks 
55,000 miles long. 


Scientists say such stat- 


istics do not include the soil 
that erodes off construction 
sites at an estimated 90 tons 
per acre per year, or the 
amount that washes away 
from 87,000 miles of road- 
side. 


The statistics lead soil 


scientists to predict that 
tighter governmental con- 
trol of soil conservation 
practices may be just 
around the corner for Wis- 
consin. 
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The legislature last session 


strengthened counties' 
powers over soil conserva- 
tion. But, state 
officials 


report, no county has taken 
advantage of the new law. 


Meanwhile, there are 


about 482,000 acres of land 
under till in Wisconsin 
which are unsuitable for 
growing crops at all, the 
U.S. Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice says. 


More than 7 million acres 


are listed as having erosion 
problems. 


SCS scientists say they 


aren't worried about Wis- 
consin's topsoil disappear- 
ing, although in 1950 the 
service estimated 3 million 
acres in the state had lost 
up to 4 inches; 2.5 million 
acres had lost 5-6 inches, 
and 500,000 acres had lost 
more than 8 inches. 


"I'm sure those figures 


have increased, because we 
still have some people who 
are mining the soil rather 
badly," A.J. Klingelhoets, 
SCS soil scientist, said. 


Wisconsin's hilly land had 


about a foot of topsoil when 
the white man arrived to 
exploit it. 
Klingelhoets said that, for 
each inch of topsoil lost, the 
corn and small-grain yield is 
reduced at least three bushels 
an acre. 


The government spends 


about $3 million a year to 
encourage property owners 
in Wisconsin to improve soil 
conservation practices. The 
state also contributes. 


"There'"s no question 


there's been a tremendous 
improvement in the use of 
land in Wisconsin," Jack 
Densmore, SCS resource 
conservationist, said. 


"But for a higher level of 


erosion control, some kind 
of regulation is going to 
have to come into the pic- 
ture," he added. 


In the 1930s, 148,000 acres 


of cropland in Wisconsin 
were abandoned because of 
soil erosion. 


Now scientists worry 


about where the soil is going 
as well as where it comes 
from.. 


Half the soil that erodes 


finds its way into rivers and 
streams, scientists say. 


The tiny Yellowstone 


River in Lafayette County, 
for example, receives 236 
tons of sediment for every 
square mile of its watershed, 
SCS geologist Bob Cheethan 
said. 


He describes the stream as 


a typical southwestern 
Wisconsin agricultural wat- 
ershed. 


"One of the big problems 


is Wisconsin's lower land 
values compared with the 
cornbelt areas. People come 
up and try to raise the same 
kind of cash crops they did 
elsewhrre," Klingelhoets 
says. 


The result, he added, is 


that half a field can wash 
downhill before a naive 
landowner becomes aware 
of it. 
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County landowners to maintain conservation prac- 
tices once installed on lands subject to erosion. 


This power to enact ordinances can be an effective 


tool of the district, said Savage. "It provides a method 
for the district to initiate regulations to maintain 
conservation practices." 


The new law also permits districts to aid 


municipalities in urban planning - a job which has 
become increasingly important in Outagamie 
County. 


Planning Effort 


Already the district members, and Soil Conserva- 


tion Service staff they direct, have become involved 
in land use planning. Soil tests and maps have been 
prepared to aid planning towns of Kaukauna, Vanden 
Broek, Grand Chute, Black Creek, Center, Greenville 
and Ellington. Similar work is being completed in the 
Town of Dale and Town of Freedom. 


"Any municipality "that asked for help they've 


usually gotten it," said George Schroeder, route 1, 
Freedom, who is chairman of the county Agriculture, 
Conservation and Human Resources Committee. 


Vernon Geiger, soil conservationist, predicts an 


increased role in helping towns plan growth. The 
county has tight soils and in many areas septic 
systems do not work properly. "The thing that we 
need ... we're certainly going to have to do a better 
job of zoning than we've been doing." 


Dramatic changes weren't expected by Sen. Myron

Which enacted the shifts. Instead he wanted to bring 
the law up to date with an organization which 
outpaced it. 


"The purpose of the bill was to update the soil 


conservation statutory laws to comply with work 
that was and is being done by the Soil and Water 
Conservation Districts." 


Law Shift 


A legislative summary of the law says "Most 


changes reflect the districts present activities in more 
than just soil erosion." But it also outlines an increase 
in muscle for the districts. "Land use regulatory 
powers of districts are amended to more closely align 
this function with county zoning and land use 
procedures and to strengthen the district ability for 
instituting mandatory sediment control programs. It 
also provides districts the opportunity to help urban 
areas develop sediment control programs due to 
development." 


Don Neindorf, Manitowoc, is area representative 


for the board. He doesn't anticipate a big change in 
district operation, especially in Outagamie County. 
Here the program has traditionally been aggressive 
and already is serving wide areas. 


But no longer will districts be mainly rural agricul- 


tural instruments. Now the members will be ad- 
ministering their program for a wider audience. 
"They're still pushing the same district program but 
it's the way the district program will be carried out 
(that will change)," said Neindorf.

Right of Privacy Still Legally 
Nonexistent in Wisconsin 


MADISON — (AP) — Legally 


speaking, the right to privacy 
does not exist in Wisconsin, a 
Legislative Reference Bureau 
study concluded Thursday. 


But there have been some 


recent breakthroughs, the bu- 
reau said, which could furnish 
the impetus for the establish- 
ment of privacy as an individual 
right. 


In a detailed, 50-page report, 


the bureau said the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court historically has 


left in the hands of the legisla- 
ture whether or not there should 
be an umbrella of protection 
against government interfering 
in the private lives of citizens. 


The legislature, the bureau 


said, failed in 1951 and 1953 to 
pass bills establishing the right 
of privacy. There have been no 
more attempts to pass such 
legislation, it said.

The Battle for Air Passengers 


Last summer many of the regular 


airlines providing trans-Atlantic pas- 
sage began to promote youth fares to 
'encourage ypuftg people to fill their 
often nearly empty planes. This was 
similar to domestic lines which for years 
had sold.cards to college youth which 
enabled them to go stand-by at a much 
lower rate than usual except at peak 
holiday times.

But the "youth fare war" was only 


one aspect of the increasing competi- 
tion among the lines on the trans 
Atlantic runs. In the fall, some of them 
simply refused to follow the agreed 
upon prices and real cut-throat compe- 
tition began. The lines were losing 
money on the runs but one dollar, their ' 
officials figured, was better than none. 
Last year the 46 airlines licensed to fly 
the Atlantic did so with an average of 
14,000 empty seats every day. 


And then there are the "non-skeds." 
Non-schedule flights are increasing 


for several reasons. First, their safety 
records are comparing favorably with 
the scheduled flights. They use jets and 
by next summer will have jumbo jets 
available. Since they sell the tickets well 
in advance most of their seats are filled. 
Although the Civil Aeronautics Board 
has ruled that eligibility to charter 
flights is extended only to people who 
have been members for at least six 
months of a bona fide organization, and 
did not gather together just to fly the 
cheaper non-skeds, the rule is pretty 
well ignored. There is even an illicit 
travel market in which travel agents 
charter a plane and then go around 
selling tickets to the general public. 
Passengers aren't likely to 
make 


complaints as to such tactics unless 
they are stranded somewhere. 


There also is some evidence that 


quite a system 
of kickbacks 
to 


unscrupulous trayel agents exists. 
Spokesmen for reputable airlines 
explain that someone is going to get the 
business so they might as well. 


Obviously the trouble is that there 


are too many planes flying the Atlantic 
(and the supersonic transport was 
called a national need!). But there is also 
the matter of prestige. Practically every 
European country has a national airline 
even if it is losing.money. Moreover the 
Civil Aeronautics Board continues to 
give permission for new lines to join the 
fray. It currently is considering the 
applications of six charter lines and one 
scheduled one, while permission already 
has been granted for two Yugoslavian 
lines and one Lebanese to fly charter 
flights starting next summer. 


•Of course the scheduled flights are 


boosting fancy foods and wide choices, 
late run movies, sexy costumes with 
several changes for the stewardesses, all 
of which add to the deficit. 


European civil aviation ministers are 


trying to develop a joint plan which may 
include some sort of international con- 
trols on the availability of the charter 
flights. But the C.A.B., either bowing to 
the fact that it can't control the non- 
skeds or in trying to make trans-Atlan- 
tic fares even lower, is considering plans 
to make the charter flights legally 
available to the general public. 


There is another angle. The United 


States 
military chartered 
private 


airlines for flights of military personnel 
to Vietnam and other Asian bases. With 
the cutback in such flights, even more 
planes are seeking business. 


Obviously there are too many 


planes. While the individual may be 
flying to Europe for a pittance, in the 
long run he is helping to- pay the full 
cost.

Averting Reprisals Important 
Part of Indochina Peace

WASHINGTON - "Don't 


you- think we know that 
every family in the south has 
worked" with the Saigon 
government? Don't you think 
we know that almost all the 
young men fight in the 
Saigon armies? Don't you 
think we see the dangers of a 
bloodbath?" 


That comment was made 


to me by a North Vietnamese 
official in Hanoi a couple of 
weeks ago, and I was 
reminded of it by the recent 
news that the Communists 
had 
murdered 
several 


hundred South Vietnamese 
officials 
in

province.

For the fact is that a 


gruesome round of bloody 
reprisals' is~ becoming prac- 
tically inevitable as the Viet- 
nam war winds to its close. It 
can be averted only by' 
deliberate arrangement. But

of Saigon 
and 


Washington is in doubt. 


The reason reprisals are so; 


likely is that the war in Viet- 
nam is not a classic fight 
between two countries, as 
President Nixon would like 
us to believe. In such a war, 
the end .would see each 
country go back to its own 
territory. 


Like a Civil War 


The fighting in Vietnam, 


however, is much more like a 
civil war. Families are divid- 
ed, 
and 
villages, 
and 


provinces, and cities. As a 
result, especially furious pas- 
sions — the kind of passions 
formed in the United States 
by the Civil War or in India 
by partition - have been 
generated. 


The object of the fighting, 


moreover, is not to win terri- 
tory. It is to gain the support 
of the local population. 


In pursuit of such support, 


South Vietnam and the Unit- 
ed States have launched the 
famous pacification program, 
pushing out administrative 
control from Saigon to the 
remote countryside. One fea-

or 


collaborating, as they like to 
call it, with the central 
government.

The upshot is a cycle of 


violence. The more pacifica- 
tion spreads and the more 
bombing is conducted, the 
more .the Communists are 
prone to use terror tactics 
against South Vietnamese 
officials. There has developed 
a built-in mechanism for 
reprisal. 


Measuring respective guilt 


in meting out portions- of 
blame within this cycle of 
action and reaction would 


defy the wisdom of Solomon. 
Perhaps all that can be said, 
in these circumstances, is 
that to talk about mortality 
is, on either side, a shameful 
hoax.

But something can be done 


about the future, Something 
can be done to limit the 
reprisals that have not yet 
taken place. 


Would Ease Passions 


The Communists have 


shown a consistent interest in 
such 
Damage-control 


measures. Virtually all their 
peace packages contain some 
provision r for preventing 
reprisals. When I was in 
Hanoi,

"Nguyen Duy Trinh indicated 
the North Vietnamese want- 
ed to arrange a settlement in 
' slow stages, put into effect 
"over several years, so that 
passions could be eased. 


To'be sure, all the North 


Vietnamese suggestions for 
limiting reprisals imply first a 
change of regime in South 
Vietnam. It is impossible for 
Washington and Saigon to 
meet these suggestions on 
the terms posed by the other 
side. 


But it is not enough for 


Washington 
and Saigon 


simply to beat their breasts 
about Communist atrocities. 
Since one stroke of violence 
leads to the next, Washing- 
ton and Saigon have an 
obligation to act in a way that 
limits, rather than promotes, 
violence. They have an 
obligation to come forward 
with proposals that minimize 
the danger of reprisals. 


This obligation 
is par- 


ticularly heavy on the United 
States. For one matter in 
which we are all agreed is 
that, except for American in- 
tervention, the war would 
have been over long ago.

Dosal to offer a portion of its 
new 600-acre campus as a 
demonstration landfill site for 
processed municipal waste got 
ihe green light Tuesday from a 
LO-member committee that has 
seen studying the project since 
last spring. 


The study committee identi- 


fied three sites within existing 
campus boundaries as "appro- 
priate and available" for receiv- 
ing solid waste treated by the 
hammermill process. Each of 
;he sites, the report states, 
would be adequate to receive 
200 tons per day — equal to half 
of the total generated by metro- 
politan Green Bay — for a 
period of at least five years. 


First choice of the committee, 


on the basis of a recommenda- 
tion from the University's En- 
vironmental Impact Board, is a 
25-acre plot adjacent to the site 
of the proposed physical educa- 
tion building in the southeast 


corner of the campus. Landfill 
used in that location, the report 
suggested, could be deposited in 
rolling hills at an average depth 
of 15 feet.
